lL. A series of basic considerations are pertinent to any recomeendation 
on @ course of action.

¢, Safeguard insofar as possible ite cordial working relation- 
ships with other IAC agencies; 


d, Seek to avoid the establishment of a precedent whereby Congress 
calls CLA officials to testify on their operations,

action is recommended: 


a. Go over the ground with committee counsel in an effort to 
resolve the query informally and thus avoid an appearance 
by Wisner before the committee.
